Bhootings played a conspicuous part 
in the celebration. of Christmas this 
year. The most serious affray began 
when. two gunmen opened fire on’ twen- 
ty-five men in a pool parlor at 352 Bast 
105th Street last night. One man was 
mortally hurt and died’ later in a hds- 
pital and four others were wounded, 
two of whom, it “was reported later, 
could not live,’ This shooting occurred 
at 6:30, and although two policemen in 
a police aut6mobile came along in time 
to see the gunmen fleeing in their car 
they were unable to capture them. 

Half a dozen witnesses to’ the shoot- 
ing were rounded up by; the police im-' 
mediately after thé five victims of the' 
gunmen: had been ‘hurried off to Mount 
Sinai Hospital in an automobile by the 
brother of one of the wounded men, 
Joseph Cascio, 32 years.old, of 242 Bast 
105th Street. Cascio had been ‘Shot in 
the head, ané his. brother, Thomas, of 
327 .East-106th Street, was at>his bed- 
side in the hospital: when he died about 
two hours after the attack. - Thomas 
Cascio had requested. the police not .to 
take ‘word of the ‘critical condition of 
his brother to the victim’s home because

The two policemen hurried back. to 
the poolroom, where they found Thomas 
Cascio ‘supervising ‘the placing ‘of his 
dying ‘brother and the other four vic- 
tims into an automobile, which he had 
comimandeered. The latter hastily ex’ 
plained -to the policemen that he was 
about .to hurry all of the victims to 
Mount Sinai Hospital. 

“Who are those fellows who did the 
shooting?’ asked Policeman Masterson. 

“TY don’t know,” Cascio replied. . ‘‘I 
didn’t see them, Somebody just ran up 
to mie in the street and told me that 
my brother hed nm shot.” 

The two policemen'then questioned the 
men who had aided Cascio in getting the 
five’ wounded’ men into the automobile. 
Some of them admitted that they were

SLEEPING SICKNESS ALARMS

LONDON, Dec. 25 (Correspondence of 
the Associated Press).—Medical ‘officers 
of "Great Britain are: becoming’ some- 
what wneasy at the steady ‘Mncrease, in 
the number. of cases of sleeping sick-

Official statistics show that from Jan. 
1 to Nov,.15 of this year more eases of 
the disease were reported in’ England 
and .Walés than in the five years of 
1919-1928, the figures for 1919-1923 being 
4,380 and for-this year 4,747, 

In. the past eight’ weeks there have 
been 377 notifications of the disease. In 
the. corresponding eight weeks of: last 
year the number was. only ninety-eight. 

According. to the Ministry of Health, 
the cause of this increase has not. yet

INHERITANCE TAX REFORMS, 


There is much choice between States

All : financial markets, at hoitie ; and 
abroad, were cl “ yesterday for the 
Christmas ‘holiday, ‘the only holiday’ of 
the year which is simultaneously ob- 
served at all financial ard business 
centres. ~ 

Christmas.week has certain traditions 
of its own in financial markets; but the 
traditions are oddly conflicting: A good 
many years before the war. an advance} 
the St Exchange in that week 
used to be commonly expected, It re- 
curred so regtlarly, on that ‘occasion: 
that special! theories were. advanced to 
explain the phenomenon. Sometimes if 
was ascribed to the ‘Vanderbilt’ divi- 
dends, * declaration of whith, on “‘humer- 
‘ous stocks now amalgamated into a 
bingle system; was’ supposed to create 
great’ optimism among the army of: in- 
vestors in those shares. 

Sometimes, and perhaps ‘more “plausi- 
bly, the advancing pricés were ex- 
plained by the “preliminary. reinvest- 
ment demand”.; that is*to say, the pur- 
i chase of investment. stocks and bonds 
by brokers or speculators who expected 
to resell them. to the outside public when: 
it. should be reinvesting its “January 
coupon money.’”* Whatever the cause, 
the cheerful ‘‘Christmas market” of the 
90s and ’80s was as generally recog- 
nized an institution as the remark- 
able groups of strolling singers and in- 
strumentalists who used around Christ- 
mas-time to render snatches of Italian 
opera under, the windows of the four- 
story. buildings in the New -Streét. of 
those simple days and gather up the 
dollar bills thrown down from the 


‘brokers’. offices. 


But Christmas markets afterward 
came to have a. different meaning. 
Probably because of the clumsy work- 
ing of our banking and currency system 
before the Federal Reserve law, and be- 
cause of its tdtal incapacity to dis- 
tribute the constantly increasing strain 
of the year-end settlements and the out- 
flow of reserve money from New York, 
the dast fortnight of December came to 
be characterized by a “‘money squeeze,”’ 
which varied in Intensity with the vary- 
ing requige ements. of trade but which 
could. be extremely awkward to the 
markets. The long famous ‘‘Venezuela 
panic,”” which: occurred in Christmas 
week of 1895; was’a case in point; it 
was as much a result of a disordered 
money market with a 100 per cent. rate 
for call Jans as of Cleveland’s mes- 
sage, 

In the high prosperity of- 1905" and 
1906, when every available resource of 
credit had already been drawn upon, 
Christmas week was approached on the 
Stock Bxchange with .acute apprehen- 
sion. The 125 per cent. call money rate 
at the end of 1905, and Mr. Jacob H. 
Schiff’s prediction of the wprst panic 
in our history if we did not mend our 
ways in the matter of currency and 
banking, made a very blue Christmas 
market. . That this tradition did not 
wholly disappear, even.in Federal Re- 
serve dgys, was shown by the collapse 
of the stock market and the’ rise of 
money in Christm&s week of 1916 and 
1920. 

There is something left of each set of 
influenees.at the present time and the 
falling markets of this ‘existing Christ- 
mas week have proved that, even in an 
up-to-date .“‘bull movement,” the coun- 
ter-currents of the money market may 
upset the hopeful calculations of specu- 
lative Wall Street. In some of the‘older 
years referred to.the money strain con- 
tinued into the new year and caused 
further ynsettlement to financial mar- 
kets. But that cannot: be said to have 
been the usual course of things and no 
one expects it on the present occasion. 


JAPAN’S NATIONAL DEBT 
IS NOW 4,237,000,000 YEN 





It Increased 46,000,000 Yen in 


November—514,000,000 Yen 
Represents Foreign Loans. 


Special to the New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 25.—The national 
debt of Japan increased 46,000,000 yén 
in November as compared with Octo- 
ber, according to a cablegram received 
by the Department of Commerce from 
Tokio, and the total national debt thus 
stood at 4,237,000,000 yen. 

More than half of the total amount 
of Japan’s debt, or 2,723;000,000 yen, 
represented domestic loans, while 514,- 
000,000 yen represented foreign loans. 
The increase during November, accord- 
ing to the official report, was due to an 
expansion in the domestic debt. The 
totals, however, do not include 533,000,- 
000 yen in extraordinary exchequer notes 
and other short-term Government obli- 
gations outstanding. 

“The total note issue of the Bank of 
Japan at the end of November,”’ the re- 
port stated, ‘‘amounted to 1,320,000,000 
yen, a decline of 318,000,000 yen dcom- 
pared with the previous month, In ad- 
dition, there were outstanding 27,000,000 
yen in Government small notes. The 
November figures compare most favor- 
ably th the same period last ‘year, 
when issues of the Bank of Japan ag- 
sregated 1,415,000,000 yen. 

“The continued decline in posta] sav- 
ings Is causing uneasiness;’’ the report 
continued... ““‘The total for the end of 
November is given as 1,109,000,000 yen,

The report.of the Steel 
Corpqration will beyqnd question _be 
favorable, and the regular and extra 
dividends on the common stock ‘will be 
earned by a wide margin, The showing 
of the independent companies, however, 
is likely to be less favorable on the 
whole. Railroad earnings statements 
will be good; also the reports from the 
leading equipment companies. Earnings 
of the larger automobile companies 
should be cheerful reading, from. the 
stockholders’ viewpoint, despite the cur- 
tailment in production this year com- 
pared with 1924. Copper company earn- 


ings also are expected to-be better than 
last year and mail-order, chain-stores 
and department store earnings may, in

Prospective Tax Selling. 


As usual; Wall Street is sharply di- 
vided about what is going to happen 
after the first of the year in the way of 
tax selling. Some students of the mar- 
ket, with the knowledge that big profits 
have been built up. in stocks—and evi- 
dently not.-yet -taken—prophesy that 
immediately after the first of the new 
year the market will be obliged to with- 
stand a great deal of this sort of selling, 
on the likelihood that a reduction in sur- 
taxes during the year will benefit the 
seller.

TO FIX PATH OF MOON | 
DURING SOLAR ECLIPSE 


Scientists Will Cooperate in Ef- 
fort to Find Any Deviation, | 
From Gravitation of Course. 


Special to the New York Times. 

NEW, HAVEN, Conn!, Dec. 25. More 
accurate observations of the,path of the 
“moon and gf the sky than have ever | 
been made before will be possible during © 
{the solar eclffse Jan. 24. ._ Professor 
| Ernest W. Brown of the Yale Depart- | 
ment of Astronomy said today, who. 
added that a League of Nations, with no | 
sanctions and no reservations, has been 
formed to observe the phenomena dur- 
ing the eclipse. 

‘‘The league is unique in that it has 
headquarters in America,” said Pro- 
fessor Brown. “‘It has already been 
joined by Britain, France, Australia, 
South Africa and many of the smaller 
nations of Europe. It is of interest also, 
that Germany and Russia have joined 
the league, which is arged with the 
duty: of finding out how much the moon 
deviates from the nafrow path laid 
down by the law of. gravitation during 
the month beforé and the month after 
the eclipse. 

“If the moon.moves away ever so lit- 
tle from its predicted path, the astrono- 
mer believes that there is some cause 
for. the deviations.. He. will inevitably . 
hope to be able'to find out the cause ~ 
measuring the deviations from —— 
day during the month vf the 
which will begin tomorrow. 

‘The measurements are going: to be 
made in several different ways. The 
Washington, Greenwich and Cape Colony 
observatories will observe pod — 
when the meon is wi whscts Har- 
vard University © will — the 
stars and the moon ‘on the same plate, 
and Princeton will measure. the. dis- 
tances on these’ plates. This is the 
first occasion in which Princeton, Har- 
vard and Yale have formed an astro- 
nomical league.
